property 


Dealing only with incorporated 
towns and cities, the reports of 
fire loss made by the State Insur­ 
ance Commission are not compre­ 
hensive. 
But the loss in the towns 
and cities, barring some industrial 
figures, is usually far higher than 
in other localities, 
in 1928, ac­ 
cording to the commission’s report, 
5.044 fires cost Texas 
owners $11,7.38,125. 
While Bryan and other cities 
are setting a splendid example in 
education to cut down fire loss 
with the laudable economic aim of 
reducing penalties in 
insurance 
premiums, the campaign is a losing 
one as far as the state is concern­ 
ed for the total reported repre­ 
sents la r more than a IO per cent 
increase over the fire loss of 1927. 
The commission’s report traces 
less than 5 per cent of the fires 
to incendiary origin. Over half of 
e blazes are of unknown origin. 
But here is the record of known 
causes:

matches and smoking, 401; defec­ 
tive chimneys and flues, .300; ex­ 
posure to adjacent fires, 529; ex-' 
plosions, 15; electricity, 027; gas I 
1.19; rot ashes, 
coals and

wax, 58; open lights, l l ; petro­ 
leum and its products, 10.3; rub­ 
bish and litter, 204; sparks on roof,

by the average householder. 
But 
a glance a t it will reveal how large 
a percentage could be eliminated 
by care and inspection. 
Fire isn’t anybody’s friends— 
but we are too friendly with it.
